An Act to take the census of the state of Mississippi. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 1820 
Representatives of the state of Mississippi, in general ~~ 
assembly convened, That it shall be the duty of the as- 
sessor of taxes of each county to make an exact enu- 
meration of all the free white inhabitants of his county, 
and make a return. thereof to the secretary of ` state, on 
or before the meeting of the next general assembly, 45°*"* 
shewing distinctly the number of free white males and census. 
the number of free white females, and the number of | 
free white taxable inhabitants, for which he shall receive 
two cents for each person, on the certificate of the se- 

cretary of state to the auditor of public accounts, who 
` shall thereon issue his warrant.
